OF ONEEIGHTY NETWORKS, INC. TO ORBITCOM, INC

The following application was filed pursuant to section 63.03 of the Commission’s rules
requesting approval to transfer the assets of OneEighty Networks, Inc. (OneEighty) to Orbitcom, Inc.
(Orbitcom) (together, Applicants).! OneEighty, a Washington corporation, is authorized to provide
competitive telecommunications services in Idaho, Oregon, and Washington. Applicants state that
OneEighty provides data and private line services in these states, but does not provide local exchange or
long distance services at this time. Orbitcom, a South Dakota corporation, is authorized to provide
competitive local exchange and long distance services in 14 states.” The following individuals, all U.S.
citizens, will hold a 10 percent or greater direct equity interest in Orbitcom: Gregory Green (13 percent),
Jim Perry (21 percent), Brad VanLeur (33 percent), and Michael Powers (33 percent). Applicants state
that, pursuant to an asset purchase agreement, Orbitcom will purchase the assets and liabilities of
OneFighty and, following the completion of the transaction, OneEighty will be wholly owned by
Orbitcom. Applicants assert that the proposed transaction is entitled to presumptive streamlined treatment
under section 63.03(b)(2)(i) of the Commission’s rules and that a grant of the application will serve the
public interest, convenience, and necessity.’

Unless otherwise notified by the
Commission, the Applicants may transfer control on the 31% day after the date of this notice.* Comments
